THREE PLAYS BY LADY 
GREGORY. 


MOLIERE AND CERVANTES 
MADE IRISH. 


ADY GREGORY tells us that these 

_ three plays must be her last. This 

sion ghe has taken ' without advice 
save from the almanac, and rather from 
pride than modesty.’’ We - hope the 
decision wil] be reconsidered. We could 
8o On welcoming such plays for many a 
long year, and we doubt not that Lady 
Gregory could go on writing them. Both 
the stagecraft and the diction, so far 
from comparing badly with those of early 
plays, seem finer than ever. Extravagance, 
perhaps, vields place to subtlety ; but this 
and al] other noticeable changes are the 
changes of matured craftsmanship. 

The Moliére play, “The Would-be 
Gentleman,”’ exhibits. of course, only one 
aspect of Lady Gregory’s gilts—her cow- 
mand of a homely, fresh, rhythmical 
diction. It may be doubted, however, 
whether a more appropriate translavion 
could be made. Moliére used to read his 
Ko? to his cook, and was satisfied when 

is language was simple and racy enough 
to win a laugh from so unsophisticated a 
critic. There is not a sentence in Lady 
Gregory's rendering of this most homely, 
most ridiculous, of the master’s plays, 
that could not be enjoved by the unlearned 
reader or hearer. The prose resembies 
Bunyan’s—but with an Irish accent. 
Here, indeed, I.ady Gregory discards the 
idioms of ‘‘ Kiltartanese,’’ but the old 
scansion of the dialogue remains, and is 
unfailingly pleasing to the ear. 

The actors have here a mecium that 
has much of the virtue of blank verse, buf 
a greater flexibility; for blatik verse suits 
dignity, but not humour. We commend 
the reader to the dispute between the 
fencing, dancing and music masters for. an 
example of delicious comic writing; and 
note, in passing, that in the fi-e pages 
that it occupies there is not a single word 
of more than two sylizbles save in the 
interjections of Mr. Jourdain and the 
Philosopher.

A YACHTING MODERNIST. 


THE MYSTERY OF SABS. 
NEW thinker with startling theories 
about sails and their effectiveness,

We have only a dim conception of the 
popularity of yacht racing in Germany, 
small craft being chiefly favoured, as in 
Americd also. The small yacht—the sail 


boat, even — is the .racing craft of 
the future. (Germany had the first 
fruit of Mr. Currv's discoveries, and 


1t was only the other day that bis “ Die 
Aerodynamik des Segels und die. Kunst des 
Regatta-Seyelns"’ was translated into 
English, and was published under the 
title, ‘‘ Yacht-Racing: The Aerodynamics 
of Sails and Racing Tactics.”’ Before that 
English-speaking people had to depend 
largely upon hearsay. Now they have the 
book itself before them, and exceptionally 
well done. It is an elaborate volume, with 
remarkable diagrams upon almost every 
page explaining the text, and with splen- 
did illustrations from photographs. 
It: is divided into two parts, the first 
being concerned with the aerodynamics of 
sails and sail effort, and the other with the 
technique of racing. It is difficult to give 
a fair review to a technical work of the 
kind, there being so much material, and so 
a choice of the two aspects has to be maze, 
and .the preference given to the aero 
dynamic end. The author's concern 
mostly with smal} racing craft, as medium 
and large yachts, because of their size, 

are a law unto themselves.

Aerodynamics obtained great prom- 
inence throuch the advent of the aero- 


plane. The pioneers of flying always had 
before them the flight of birds, particu- 
larly their planing. In Mr. Curry’s con- 
ception of the ideal sail he took the bird’s 
wing as a specimen of Nature’s perfection. 
He noted its arching, its length rather 
than breadth, its upward thrust, the 
‘‘ pocket ’’ each wing possesses no matter 
how rudimentary, its thick cutting sur- 


face towards the wind, etc., and he 
considered all these factors in terms of 
sails. 


Next he studied the flow of wind over 
surfaces—that is, over sails, and with a 
simple device he obtained remark- 
able data. As he got deeper into the 
study he worked in the Dessau laboratory 
of Professor Junkers (the builder of tre 
Bremen, which flew from Baldonnel to 
Greenly Island), and next made use of the 
“wind tunnel ” (first employed by Enrffei, 
builder of the Eiffel Tower). At this stage 
he was faced, he says, by the strange 
discovery that: 

The suction effect on the lee of the sat;

BRITISH LEGION FETE OPENED 
IN DUBLIN. 


The opening ceremony of the British Legion 
rite, ‘Donnybrook Fair,” in aid of the 
yillion Shilling Fund for Irish ex-Service men, 
which is being held in Lord Iveagh’s grounds, 
off Harcourt street, Dublin, was performed 
vesterday afternoon by. Major-General Sir 
William Hickie, who said that he was glad it 
was an occasion which did not call for many 
words, and what he had to say were words of 
thanks to ewerybody. 

“We have had an uphill job,” he con- 
tinned, “and a great amount of real distress 
to cope with. We are appealing now for 
small sums of money, not large enough to 
hort anyone—sums for which we hope you 
will all get some return. I am not going to 
quote any statistics, but you can accept my 
assurance that the monev is badly needed and 
will he carefully husbanded and expended. I 
am glad to see so many people of different 
walks in life present; there is a kindly feeling 
growing up datlanhant Ireland which we can- 
not make too much of. I see members of our 
Legislature present, and Consuls, among whom 
is the Consul-General of Germany. 


A MEMORY.

and we went in together. Whether it was an 
Uisterman or a Southerner was first into 
Wrytschaete I do not care a damn; it was an 
Trishman! On the following day at six in the 
morning a German officer taken by the 
Australians was brought to Earl Haig s head- 
quarters. .‘ We have got Messines,’ Haig said 
to him, and the German officer, smart as they 
all were, put his heels together and said, 
* Yes, sir, but you will never get Wyischaete.’ 
And Farl Haig said to him, ‘The Irish have 
been there for three hours.’ 

“I want to thank Lord Iveagh for lending 
us these grounds for the féte, and General 
McKeon, of the Headquarters of the National 
Army, for lending the tents, and General 
O’ Duffy for the band, and the ladies who have 
worked so well. I thank you au, and I hope 
you will go away and tell your friends and 
relations, and make them all come to-morrow 
and the next day.’’

THE MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 
Dr. Daniel Boylan, Ballycastle, who was. 
called in after the murder, described the posi- 
tion in which he found the bodies and the 
injuries which had been inflicted. Both 
women appeared to have been dead for some 
hours. Maggie had a large wound at the 
back of the skull and Sarah had been shot 
close to the left ear. With Dr. Wallace he 
made a post-mortem examination of the 
bodies. The wounds .were gunshot wounds, 
and he believed death was instantaneous. It 
was quite impossible for the wounds to have 
been self-infticted 

EVIDENCE AT THE INQUEST. — 

Dr. Hunter, Coroner for North Antrim, 
said that at the inquest conducted by him the 
prisoner made a statement, in which he 
described his movements on ‘the day of the 
murders. When, at a quarter past three, he 
said, Kate Murdock brought him intelligence 
to the field in which he was working he 
cycled into Armoy, and after informing the 
police went to Devlin’s public-house for a 
glass of whiskey. “TI knew,” said the pri- 
soner, that there was no one about Macauleys 
house, and the sisters were dead, but my 
nerves were on end. I was shaky, so went 
to get some whiskey before returning. A 
wee fellow, Peter Devlin, supplied me with 
whiskey. ‘There was no one else in Devlin s. 
I told no one in Devlin’s about the Miss 
Macauleys’ death, but I heard pre in the 
kitchen talking about it. I don’t know how 
they heard about it. Peter Devlin also knew 
about it, af he heard the talk in the kitchen, 
and asked me was that so. I said it was.” 

CONVERSATION IN THE BARRACK. 

Constable Waugh stated that some time 
after the murders Mrs. Smylie came to 
Macauleys’ house io put on a fire. The 
witness was in charge of the house and did 
not let her in. Later Leslie Macauley came 
up, with Smylie linked on his arm. Leslie 
was in such a distressed state that the witness 
permitted him to enter the house. Smylie 
said that someone had better go in with 
Leslie, but the witness refused him permis- 
sion. In Armoy Barrack on the morning of 
the 26th May the prisoner was taking break- 
fast when his wife, who was present, ask 
him: “Willie, where is the watch and 
chain?” The prisoner replied: “What, do I 
know; I just took the money. I might as 
well have something as the rest of them.” 
Mrs Smylie remarked: ‘‘The whole country: 
side says you did this thing.” 

The prisoner replied: “I had nothing tv 
do with the murder. I only took the money. 
They can do nothing but swing me, anyway.” 
Mrs. Smylie asked him how the money came 
to be in the boot, and he said: “I put it 
there on the night of the murder.” The 
witness was aware at the time that Smylic 
had been arrested and cautioned. 

THE £10 NOTES. 

Constable Wightman gave evidence as to 
finding three £10 notes in the toe of the 
prisoner's right boot in Armoy Barrack. 

PRISONER SENT FOR TRIAL. 

Constable Boyd said that.at.about 11.20 
on the morning of the 26th May the prisoner 
was in the cell at Ballycastle Barrack.

for the Life of Christ, delivered by Canon B. 

H. Streeter, D.D., Fellow of Queen’s College, 


Oxford. 

The Rev. Chancellor McNeile, D.D., pre- 

sided. ; 
Canon Streeter said that he did not, propose 
in this lecture to give an elaborate discus- 
sion ‘of what was known as the Synoptic 
Problem. It was not, however, possible to 
consider the historical evidence for the life 
of Christ, unless one had a clear idea of the 
main results which scholarship had reached. 
In antiquity and the Middle FE historians, 
when dealing with events other than contem- 
porary, and of which the earlier written 
narratives existed, were in the habit of incor- 
porating large selections of the works of their 
redecessors—with, very often, little modifica- 
tion—in their own work. 
Nowadays that sort of thing would get one 
into trouble because of the copyright, which 
came into existence only when printing was 
invented. Before printing was invented pub- 
lishers were not compelled to sink capital in 
the production of a k, nor could authors 
expect to earn royalties from its sale. In the 
Middle Ages people thought it quite a proper 
thing to do to “lift,” as they say, large 
portions of their predecessors’ work into their 
own. 

The most familiar example is the ‘‘ Book of 
Chronicles’” in the Old Testament, which 
consisted mainly of extracts from the earlier 
books of “Samuel ' and “Kings.” An even 
more interesting parallel to the Gospels may 
be found in the comparison between the 
earlier and later Lives and collections of 
anecdotes concerning St. Francis of Assisi, 
inany. of which have only recently been dis- 
covered. 


OLDEST OF THE GOSPELS. 


He could not go into evidence in detail,

(1) The oldest of the was that of 
Mark, and rather more than half the material 
in Matthew and more than one-third of that 
in Luke were derived by the authors of those 
Gospels from Mark. As the Gospel of Mark 
still exists, this conclusion can be tested 
up to a point which makes it practically 
certain. 

(2) For a matter of about 200 verses, 

almost entirely consisting of the teachin 
Christ, but including very few parables, 
is @ close verbal agreement between Matthew 
and Luke in matter which they give which 
is not found at all in Mark, or (in a few 
cases) 1s found in Mark in a much shorter 
form. This concurrence of Matthew and Luke 
is explained bY most. scholars by the 
hypothesis that they made use of a document 
mie as which it is the fashion to speak of 
as Q. 
(5) This other document appears to overlap 
the Gospel of St. Mark to a certain extent. 
This material only amounts to about 50 
verses. Whether Mark derived it from Q or 
whether he followed an independent tradition 
was a point on which opinion among experts 
was very evenly divided. 


THREE SUGGESTIONS. 


These results, proceeded Canon Streeter, 
were universally accepted by scholars. In his 
book, *‘ The Four Gospels)” which he pub- 
lished three or four years ago, he tried to 
refine and carry further the process of critical 
investigation, and he mentioned three points. 
The first was as to the theory that Matthew 
and Luke used Mark. The only real objec- 
tion was the fact that in a number of 
passages where all three synoptics were paral- 
lel, and where the dependence of Matthew and 
Luke upon Mark was the obvious explanation 
of 90 per cent. of the linguistic and other 
phenomena, there occurred a few minute and, 
in themselves, wholly unimportant agreements 
in wording between Matthew and Luke as 
against Mark. The subject had been worked 
upon by Professor Turner’s Committee in 
Oxford, and their investigation tended to con- 
firm his conclusion. 

The second suggestion that he had made 
was that it was probable that St. Luke com- 
binded the document Q with certain other 
sources, and that when they came to the 
Passion they made it a short Gospel, the 
length of St. Mark. That hypothesis was 
made by & good many scholars and declined 
by others. He himself thought it still the 
more probable view. Another conception 
which he ventured to put forward was “a 
four-document hypothesis.’’ 


SCANTINESS OF RECORDS EXPLAINED. 

Continuing, Canon Streeter said that it was 
a remarkable thing that the Jews in the past 
seemed to have lost interest in the biographi- 
cal details of the lives of the great 
prophets and _ teachers. The sayings 
of Jewish Rabbis were not committed 
to writing, but were carefully learned 
by heart, and handed down by word of 
mouth in the schools which they founded, 
and it was not until 200 A.D. that the sayings 
of the Rabbis were set down in writing. A 
similar prejudice against the use of writing 
prevailed in early Buddhism, and at the 
present day in Mahommedan and Hindu 
circles a value quite excessive from the stand- 
point of the Western mind was attached to 
the learning by heart of sacred works, 
though eof were available in writing. It 
was probable, therefore, that within range of 
Aramaic-speaking Christianity the sayings of 
Christ would have been preserved in this 
way, and the standard of accuracy of a care- 
fully cultivated memory in reproducing the 
epigrammatic sayings of the Great Leader 
would naturally be extremely high. 

On the other hand, it probably would not 
have occurred to them to begin a Life of 
Christ. In the Greek-speaking world, a 
couple of centuries before the Christian Fra, 
Hermippus of Alexandria had written ‘‘ The 
Lives of the Philosophers,’’ who had very 
much the same position in the social system 
as the Rabbis. 


ECCLESIASTICAL BIOGRAPHY. 

The great age ecclesiastical biography 
was the last two years of the first century 
and the first few years of the second century 
A.D. in the Greek-speaking world, which in- 
cluded the City of Rome, and which was the 
centre, to a large extent, of biographical 
interest. In view of this situation it ceased 
to be surprising that the earliest Life of 
Christ—i.e., the Gospel of Mark—was written, 
not in Palestine, but in Rome. The greater 

ortion of the biographical part in the 
bais appears to have been taken by 
Matthew and Luke from Mark. 

In conclusion, Canon Streeter critivtised 
several passages in the four Gospels, particu- 
larly the sayings of Christ, reviewed the 
pean is of each Gospel, and asked which of 
them could write an accurate biography of 
his own father 15 or 20 years after his death

MEATH DEALER FINED IN 
DUBLIN. 

In the Dublin District Court yesterday, 
before Mr. Little, D.J., Thomas Sherry, 
Waterstown, Dunboyne, Co. Meath, was sum- 
moned by Inspector Egan, of the Dublin 
Corporation, for selling milk to William Miley, 
of Cole’s lane, Dublin, to which a preservative 
substance had been added. 

The defendant denied having tampered with 
the milk in any way. It was customary to 
wash the cans with lime and water, he said, 
and probably some of the lime dust remained 
in the cans. 

Mr. Burke, solicitor, for the Corporation, 
said that according to the analyst's certificate 
the milk contained boric acid powder. Milk 
to which boric acid powder had been added 
would be a very dangerous liquid for invalids 
or children. 

Mr. Little imposed a fine of £10 in each of 
the three stummonses (for different dates) 
against the defendant. 

The same defendant was fined £5 for send- 
ing by rail to William Miley, of Harry street, 
Dublin, milk which contained a quantity of 
“ black dirt.”

NORTHERN COMMISSIONER’S 
REPORT. 


The third annual report of the Industria! 
Assurance Commissioner for Northern 
Ireland, which has just been issued, indicates 
the important ramifications of this class of 
insurance, notwithstanding the inauguration 
of State insurance schemes. 

The small weekly premium of ld., 2d. and 
3d. paid by working-class policy-holders in 
Northern Ireland must now amount to little 


annually. It appears from the report that 
this business is almost exclusively in the 
hands of English and Scottish insurance com- 
panies, and only one of the companies has 
its headquarters in Northern Ireland.

| Portobello Bridge. 

Rathmines Council, in drawing 
attention to the urgent need for widening 
Portobello Bridge, will certainly have the 
approval of the citizens of Dublin 
generally. ‘The multiplication of motor 
cars, "buses and lorries within the last 
few years has made the necessity of widen- 
ing this bridge too obvious to be 
questioned. 

Indeed, it would be impossible to think 
of any other bridge in or around Dublin 
where the great increase in the amount of 
vehicular traffic makes the adoption of 
such a measure so imperative. Long 
before the advent of hurseless carriages 
this bridge had a bad reputation among 
jarvies, owing to the difficulty of crossing 
it with heavy loads coming citywards. 
Many people of an older generation, no 
doubt, will remember’ two tragic 
occurences which befell passenger-laden 
‘buses coming into Dublin from the 
Southern. suburbs about fifty years ago, 
and which resulted in the loss of nearly 
twenty lives. 


Disasters Discovered. 


In the first disaster a coach, fully 
loaded, which plied daily between “ The 
Chains,’’ in Rathmines, and Dublin, was 
going on its regular journey towards the 
city. The day happened to be somewhat 
foggy, and when the vehicle was about to 
negotiate Portobello Bridge the horse took 
a sudden swerve into the passage leading 
on to the canal bank, and before the 
driver could stop it, it plunged into the 
lock with coach and passengers. To make 
the plight of the unhappy people still 
worse the lock-keeper, with lamentable 
absence of mind, turned on the water in 
the lock, thinking to float the coach. 
Before aid was forthcoming the lives in- 
volved were sacrificed. 

In the second accident, a wedding party 
returning at night from the city collided 
with an incoming horse and van, and the 
carriage in which they were seated was 
dashed against the wall of the bridge, and 
fell into the canal. 


Irish Scientist and Peppermint. 


Professor J. Reilly, M.A. (Cantab.), 
D.Sc. (N.U.I.), who since 1925 has been 
Professor of Chemistry at the University 
College at Cork, has recently been actively 
interested in the development of the pro- 
duction of oil of peppermint in the South 
of Ireland, and he has contributed to the 
Irish Trade Journal a resumé of his 
recent researches. 

The peaty and marshy soil is, he states, 
very favourable to the growth of the | mg: 
and experiments have ben made at 
University College with specimen plants 
from Mitcham. The p-eliminary tests are 
so satisfactory that further experiments 
are to be made with a view to its becoming 
a commercia] proposition. 


Professor Reilly's Career. 


Professor Reilly was born in Dublin, 
and is not yet forty years of age. He was 
educated at the Christian Brothers’ School 
and at St. Mary’s College, Dublin, and 
later attended the Royal College of Science 
of Ireland and also Cambridge and 
Geneva Universities. 

During the war Professor Reilly was 
appointed chemist in charge of laboratories 
at the Royal Naval Cordite Factory at 
Dorset, and in 1921 became head of a 
section of the Research Department at 
Woolwich. 

In 1926 he was appointed Assistant 
State Chemist to the Free State Govern- 
ment, and in the following year took up 
his present appointment as Professor at 
University College, Cork. He was up to 
recently a member of the Council of the 
Chemical. Society, and is the author of 
many valuable papers covering his 
chemical researches.

A friend who has just returned from 
spending a few days in Paris bemoans the 
insidious cheapness of the taxis there. 
When a party of four can be carried over 
half a mile for less than twopence half- 
penny, and longer journeys are in pro- 
portion, it seems hardly worth while to 
walk, especially as the vehicles are com- 
fortable and go at a rate that would fill 
the Dublin Police Courts with prosecu- 
tions for speeding. My informant found 
that at the end of five days he had spent 
about five times as much in taxi fares as 
he does normally at home in as many 
months. Our trams and ‘buses are better 
than those of Paris; but we are beaten 
hollow by the taxis. If a deputation of 
Dublin taxi owners were to spend a week 
in Paris, they might come home with 
their ideas changed for the better.

General Rawlinson died in 1925, before 
the close of his appointed term as Com- 
mander-in-Chief in Indie. He left. many 
volumes of journals, covering the greater 
part of his career. The later volumes cer- 
tainly were written in the consciousness 
that the jottings .might become the 
materia] of a work for publication; but 
Lord Rawlinson had intended to under- 
take that work himself. 

In that matter, as in many others, Lord 
Rawlinson’s case resembles that of the late 
Sir Henry Wilson, with whose career his 
ran parallel during the greater part of 
their lives. The portraits contained in the 
new volume show that there was a certain 
broad physica] resemblance between the 
two, and there must have been a constitu- 
tional similarity. 

Lord Rawlinson will be remembered as 
the leader of the Fourth Army on the 
Western Front, the Army which might be 
described as the Army of Victory; for it 
led the way in the decisive movement 
culminating in the Armistice. It was his) 
lot to have a principal part in many of 
the great successes of the British forces 
on the Western front, and in none of the 
failures. He was thought, and thought 
himself, lucky all through his career. e 
can make what we like of that: the fact 
remains that he was found not wanting 
in ability for the tasks to which he was 
appointed. 

Sir Frederick Maurice has cast his ap- 
preciation of Lord Rawlinson’s character 
into a preface. The body of the work he 
has constructed almost entirely out of 
Lord Rawlinson’s journals and letters. 
The earlier parts of his career yield much 
matter of interest, but the biographer 
keeps them in proportion, and leads on 
quickly to the days of the Great War. 
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THE SEVENTH DIVISION. 


Rawlinson was not with the original 
Expeditionary Force. For a few veeks 


as it were, Wilson being on the Staff in 
France; while Rawlinson helped his re- 
spected chief, Lord Kitchener, in tha pre- 
parations for the raising of “ Kitchener's 
Army.” Soon, however, he was called on} “ 
to take out the Seventh Division, and a 
little while later he came back for the 
Eighth, which he led in the somewhat 


little while he had command of the Fourth 
Corps. Early in the war he took a strong 
step in refusing to carry out Sir Jocu 
French’s order to attack the Germans at 
Menin, and there was a “‘ breeze.’”” We 
pass quickly to the battle of the Somme. 
By 1916 Rawlinson enjoyed the complete 
confidence of Sir Douglas Haig, and the 
biography, in contrast with many other 
volumes touching the story of the war, is 
happy reading, on the whole, largely be- 
cause of its steady tale of the excellent 
relations between the two great Com- 
manders. 

As a rule, Rawlinson kept clear of the 
political currents of the time, and the 
story that Sir Frederick Maurice has 
pieced together is almost purely military 
in its interest. The few comments of a 
political complexion are those which re- 
veal Rawlinson as suspecting Mr. Llord 
George of an intention to interfere wit 
Sir Douglas Haig, to whom Rawlinson 
always is true. “ He is a splendid man 
to serve,’’ is his remark concerning his 
Chief. ‘‘ As long as he is satisfied, it does 
‘not matter what other people think,’’ is 
the note set down with reference to an 
occasion when he was passed over for pro- 
motion by the people in charge at the 
War Office.

UNIVERSITIES. 


A NEW COMPETITION. 


———— 


TEAM-WORK IN STUDIES. 
—— 


(By H. C. HASKELL.) 


EN students, representing Harvard 
College, and ten, representing Yale, 
recently participated in what may fairly 
be described as a new departure in inter- 
collegiate competition. The two teams, 
selected by the English departments of 
their respective colleges, sat down simul. 
taneously at Cambridge and New Haven 
for an examination in English literature. 
The questions had been prepared by a 


were subsequently examined by another 
committee, composed of professors from 
Princeton, Brown and Cornel] universities, 
all neutrals. As a result, the Harvard 


score, having secured both first and second 
places, while the first Yale competitor took 
a third. 

By virtue of their victory, the Harvard 
men obtained the sum of 5,000 dollars 
(£1,000) for their university library, to be 
spent in the acquisition of books, as well 
as their individual trophies. Thus the 
first competifion has been held under the 
terms of a new trust fund, established for 
the promotion of scholarship 
American universities. As the contest, 
through its novelty, has attracted atten- 
tion outside the United States, it may be 
well to point out some general features of 
the plan, which provides for other events 
of a like nature. It should be noted tbat, 
although the first competition was in Enz- 
lish literature, any academic subject con- 
forming to the spirit of the donor's 
purpose may be made the basis of future 
awards. 


A £25,000 FUND. 


The trust was created by a Boston 
woman, Mrs. William Lowell Putnam, in 
memory of her husband, who was himself 
a graduate of Harvard. The fund, which 
has been placed in the hands of trustees is 
one of $125,000 (£25,000), and the income 
is to be employed to cover the costs of the 
competition, the individual trophies and 
the library gift. It 1s known as the 
William Lowell Putnam Memoria] Prize 
Fund for the Promotion of Scholarship. 

As is stated in the deed of gift, “the 
object of this trust is to give college 
students (especially those of Harvard Col- 
lege) a feeling that by attaining high rank 
they are winning glory for their college, a 
feeling which has hitherto usually been 
confined to prowess in athletic sports. ' 

By her action Mrs. Putnam has thus 
attempted to put into practice one of her 
husband’s cherished beliefs—the efficacy 
of group competition as a stimulant to 
scholarship. He was wont to point out 
that college studens made all the sacrifices 
entailed for the success of an athletic 
team ‘willingly and even eagerly,’’ for 
the sake of their school. In almost no 
case was the student primarily interested 
in gaining honour for himself. The under- 
graduate, he declared, liked to work for 
the success of his college, and particularly 
liked to work for it as one of a team. 


THE GROUP FACTOR. 


All rewards for scholastic achievement, 
however, were individual, representing an 
opportunity for personal reward, with 
little appeal to any idealism or unselfish 
motives. Mr. Putnam suggested that com 
petitions should. be conducted between 
teams rather than individuals. The 
absence of this team-work in under 
graduate studies, he observed, was 
rendered all the more noteworthy by the 
fact that, both before entering college and 
after graduating, most boys did their work 
as members of a competing team or 
organisation of some kind. It appeared 
probable, he thought, that the competition 
which inspired young men to undertake 
and undergo so much for the sake ot 
athletic victories might also accomplisi 
some result in academic fields. 

Mrs. Putnam realised, however, that 
this attempt would involve a certain 
amount of experiment. With a wisdom 
which might well be emulated by other 
public benefactors, she stipulated that the 
administration of the trust must be free 
to “carry on” in its spirit rather than 
in its letter. She merely suggested that, 
since her husband's academic interests 
were so closely identifed with Harvard. 
the competition should always include 
that college. 

It is now provided that whenever two 
or more colleges—of which Harvard shall, 
if possible, be one—agree upon a plan 
of competition in scholastic subjects 
between teams composed of their students, 
and so inform the trustees, the prizes may 
be offered. The plan, of course, must first 
be approved as conforming to the intent 
of the trust.

The Victoria Gold Medal of the Royal 
Geographical Society has been awarded to 
Mr. Edward Ayearst Reeves, the map curator 
and instructor in practical astronomy and 
surveying of the Society, in recognition of 
fifty years’ service, which he completes this 
month. His department now has 177,000 
maps.

Mr. Reeves may be described as the world's 
greatest map-maker.

A Trinity College Association. 


On Monday next the Trinity College 
(Dublin) Association will be inaugurated 
at a meeting in the Graduates’ Memorial 
Building. The Association’s purpose is to 
keep past members of Trinity College in 
touch with one another and with the 
University. So patent is this need that 
the lack of such a scheme during the 
past thirty or forty years may be held a 
reproach to the College’s piety and 
imagination.

History in Words. 


The late Lord Oxford once said that, 
if he were cast away on a desert island 
and could have only one work of litera- 
ture, he would choose the forty volumes 
of Balzac. Mr. Stanley Baldwin, in his 
after-dinner speech to the Goldsmiths’ 
Company on Wednesday, said that his 
choice would be the Oxford English 
Dictionary—that prodigious work which 
was completed only a few weeks ago, and 
already is beginning to develop a supple- 
ment. “It is,” the Prime Minister said, 
“a work of endless fascination.’’ Lamb 
classed dictionaries with his books that 
are no books, but he never scanned these 
pages. He never came upon this work in 
which the whole history of the English 
people, from their racial beginnings down 
to the world of flying men, is written. 
No biographies, State papers or war 
despatches—no archeological remains, 
unearthed by sarants and expounded in 
museums—can tell so much of the past as 
a dictionary. In the words that we use 
day by day, in casual speech or in literary 
composition, the war-cries of the first 
tribes, the visions of the poets and the 
theories of philosophers still live. Any 


Baldwin found the encouraging saying, 


“Let no one presume to identify Con- 
servatism with reaction”; but when he 
turned to “ Politician” he found a writer 
of the sixteenth century declaring that 
“the devil was so famous a politician that 
hell, which at the beginning was but an 
obscure village, is now becoming a huge 


city.”

neither the mood nor the posture to enjoy 
tobacco in this form. We doubt whether 
the explanation is sound. By the same 
principle motoring ought to discourage the 
‘pipe, and even the cigarette, and to send 
drivers of cars to the old-fashioned chew- 
ing of the quid—a horrid prospect. The 
taste for the cigar is not the only liberal 
taste that is declining. Wime is going out 
of fashion, and has been banished from 
the scheme of things in the world’s 
greatest republic, together with good 
music and poetry that scans. ' The 
Elizabethan age,’’ said Sir James Barrie, 
in his book of the praises of Lady 
Nicotine, “ might be better named the 
beginning of the smoking era.’’ Are we 
nearing the end of the smoking era, as of 
the majesty of Elizabethan letters, now 
that the world is giving itself to the hectic 
cigarette ?

The Arch- 
deacon of Killaloe read the First Lesson, and 
Chancellor McDowell the Second Lesson. The 
Sermon was preached by the Bishop of 
Kilmore, who took his text from the 147th 
Psalm, first verse—‘‘O praise the Lord, for 
it is good to sing praises unto our God.”’

CROSS-CHANNEL SHIPPING 
COMPANIES. 

O'HANLON (Indept., Cavan) 
asked the Minister for Finance if he could 
state the number of shipping companies 
engaged in the cross-Channel trade that were 
registered in the Irish Free State, and the 
total amount of income tax paid into the Free 
State Exchequer for the years 1926-27 and 
1927-28 by these companies; also the total 
amouut of income tax paid to the Free State 
by shipping companies registered in other 
countries. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that it was understood 
from the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce that the number of shipping com- 
panies engaged in cross-Channel trade regis- 
tered in the Saorstat was seven, The other 
figures asked for by the deputy could not be 
given without obtaining reports from the 
various inspectors of taxes throughout the 
country. The figures would take some time 
to obtain, and the result would be incommen- 
surate with the labour and expense involved. 
It might be taken, however, that the amount 
of income tax paid directly to the Saorstat 
Exchequer by the shipping companies gene- 
rally was trivial. Under the provisions of 
the 1926 Agreement with Great Britain for 
relief in respect of double income tax a com- 
pany was deemed to be resident where it was 
managed and controlled, and it paid tax only 
in that one of the two countries in. which 
it was resident for the purpose of the agree- 
ment. 

The more important of the shipping com- 
panies registered in the Saorstat, and pro- 
bably all the cross-Channel shipping com- 
panies registered in Great Britain were 
managed and controlled in England or Scot- 
land. The Saorstat got no income tax 
directly from these companies; but, of course, 
they got income tax in full from all share- 
holders resident in the Saorstat and not 
resident in Great Britain or Northern 
Ireland in respect of their dividends from 
these companies, just as they got full tax 
on their dividends from all British invest- 


ments. i

THE SAVIDGE INQUIRY. 


WITNESS BECOMES 
HYSTERICAL. 

When the Tribunal inquiring into the 
interrogation of Miss Irene Savidge recently 
at Scotland Yard adjourned yesterday even- 
ing until to-day, Sir Leo Money and 
his wife and daughter made their way 
through the crowd, had a short conversation 
with Miss Savidge and shook hands with her. 
She then hurried away with her parents and 
a woman friend, 
Mr. Birkett’s cross-exam:nation of Miss 
Savidge closed after she had been five hours 
in the witness box, and she was then examined 
briefly by the Tribunal. As she left court to 
join her mother it was clear that she felt the 
effect of the protracted strain, and later Sir 
Patrick Hastings interrupted his examination 
of her father by remarking dramatically that 
he was afraid he could not call her mother 
immediately, as Miss Savidge was outside in 
a state of acute hysteria, and her mother 
would not leave her. 
Mr. Savidge said that when his daughter 
had arrived home from Scotland Yard she was 
awfully hysterical, and kept asking why they 
picked on her, an innocent girl. 
Cross-examined, he said that he knew of 
his daughter’s association with Sir Leo Money 
from November 2, the day after they first 
met, and did not disapprove of it. She told 
him Sir Leo was a gentleman, and treated her 
as a gentleman should treat a lady. He was 
vain enough to he pleased that he had a 
daughter who could be sufficiently interesting 
to attract a gentleman like Sir Leo. 
Mrs. Savidge stated that a man had been 
watching their house since the beginning of 
the case. 
Mr. H. Sutton Syrett, solicitor, stated that 
the costs of the joint defence at the Police 
Court were paid by Sir Leo Money.

Hastings intimated that the case for Miss

ARCHBISHOP OF 
CANTERBURY. 


WILL NOT BE PRIMATE 
1930, 

A hint that he intends to resign in the 
near future was made last night by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. [Presiding at 
the Canterbury Diocesan Conference at the 
Chapter House, Canterbury, he said :— 
“ When, in 1930, the bisheps gather here 
for the seventh Lambeth Conference, it will 
be under other chairmanship than my own, 
though I am privileged to take part next 
month in forming the initial plans for that 
great gathering. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury has held 
the See of Canterbury for a longer period 
than any Archbishop since William 
Warham, 1503-1532, who was the imme- 
diate predecessor of Cranmer. 
Dr. Davidson had a rapid rise to 
eminence. He was, educated at Harrow 
and Trinity College, Oxford. He had only 
three years’ experience of parochial work 
before becoming Resident Chaplain to Dr. ' 
Tait, then Archbishop of Canterbury. He 
found a firm friend in Queen Victoria, and 
became Dean of Windsor and Domestic 
Chaplain to her Majesty in 1883. He was 
Bishop of Rochester at the age of 43, and 
at 47 was translated to Winchester. At 
55 he became Archbishop of Canterbury. 
The work of the Prayer-book revision 
has been the most momentous enterprise 
of the Archbishop’s primacy. He has been 
intimately concerned with it from the be- 
ginning; for he was a member of the 
Roval Commission on Ecclesiastical Dis- 
cipline, which resulted in 1906 in Royal 
Letters of Business being issued to Con- 
vocation by King Edward.

SYDNEY, ,Thiuraday. 

After a day crowded with thrills and dis- 
appointments, the trans-Pacific airmen were 
compelled to, postpone their departure from 
Fiji for Brisbane until 4 p.m. to-morrow. 
Captain Kingsford-Smith, the Commander 
of the Southérn Cross, flew the ' aeroplane 
alone from Albert Park, Suva.-to Naselai, 
twenty miles away, from which it is proposed 
to start the next stage of the flight.” The 
other members of the party travelled to 
Naselai by boat. The beach has a runway of 
one thousand yards, with a further five hun- 
dred yards in case the machine does not rise 
in that space. 
Soon after the Southern Cross arrived the 
wind freshened to twenty-five miles and beat 
up the surf, hampering the boats, which were 
taking drums of petrol ashore from the Go- 
vernment yacht, Pioneer. It was dark before 
a full load was on board the aeroplane. 
Hundreds of natives crowded round the 
machine and offered willing help, tugging it by 
ropes over boards placed on the sand 
to a safe position above high water. When 
the task wae completed the Southern Cross 
was bedded for the night, and Captain Kings- 
ford-Smith, Mr. Ulm and Lieutenant Lyon 
returned to Suva in the Pioneer. 
Mr. Warner, the wireless operator, remained 
on the beach to keep watch over the aero- 
plane. He amused himself by running out 
a ten-foot aerial, and listened to the day's 
news from Washington, 6,000 miles distant. 
Next he held an impromptu levée of crowds 
of natives, chatting with the local chief, 
Ratu Avakuki, and tasting yam, rock salt 
and ivi nuts for the first time in his life. Mr. 
Warner is sleeping on board the machine to- 
night, with a native police guard.

~ RETICENCE AS TO 
STABILISATION 


DOMESTIC AND FOREIGN 
POLICY,

PARIS, Thursday. 


The Ministerial declaration which. was 
read by M. Poincaré, the Prime Minister 
and Minister of Finance, in the Chamber 
of Deputies, and by M. Barthou, the 
Minister of Justice, in the Senate pro- 
bably establishes a record for length. The 
document rans into 4,000 words and took 
three-quarters of an hour to read. lven 
the senators, whose age must have taught 
them patience, chafed at the duration of 
the recital. 

The statement confirmed the forecasts, 
inasmuch as it sketched a prospect of vast 
social reforms, but was prudently reticent 
on the subject of stabilisation, whieh is 
the burning topic of the hour. This was 
to be expected; for when M. Poincaré 
decides that the hour: has struck for 
stabilisation, he will doubtless spring a 
surprise and arrive in Parliament with a 
bill to be passed in a few hours. He will 
thus reduce speculation to a minimum. 

The statement omitted all reference to 
inter-Allied debts, which will inevitably 
come up for discussion during the lifetime 
of the new Legislature. In its conciuding 
passages the declaration, or rather .M. 
Poincaré, who wrote it with his own hand, 
“spoke European.” The Prime Minister 
did so with great fluency, while the 
applause from all parts of both Houses 
showed that this language, of which M. 
Briand, the Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
is a master, is now understood by all 
parties. 

FINANCIAL CAUTION. 

M. Poincaré began by asking the 
Chamber to declare whether it was ready 
to strengthen the hands of the Government 
by .trusful collaboraion. He said the 
Government proposed to request of the 
country’s - democratic institutions tne 
means to complete France’s econowie and 
financial restoration and to earry out 
social reforms. 

Financial caution must be the govern- 
ing principle of all desirable relorms. A 
false step would place the nation in a 
position from which it could not be extri- 
cated, M. Poincaré emphasised the deter- 
mination of the Government to pursue an 
active and far-seeing policy of gradual 
reforms in taxation, production and social 
legislation. 

The Government would proceed 
with a vast plan of development overseas 
by the aid of grants. M. Poincare out- 
lined schemes for encouraging agriculture 
and viticulture, for building healthy 
houses at. a cheap rate for the middle 
classes, for workmen’s compensation and 
for social insurance. 

Referring to the preparations for the 
one-year military he declared 
that, in a Europe which was still per-

At 12 o’clock noon the prayers were taken 
tion of the Formula of subscription to the 
The Assembly then entered on the ques- 
tion of the formula of subscription to the 
Westminster Confession of Faith. For some 
veaj's past there has been unrest among the 
‘Assembly’s divihity students in respect of the 
terms of subscription. They objected to the 
Formula as binding the signatories to every 
detail’ in the Confession—a venerable docu- 
ment, now. nearly three hundred years old. 
Elders also have often expressed dissatisfac- 
tion with the Formula, and it is not un- 
common for Elders when being instituted to 
office. to make formal declaration that, while 
accepting the main doctrinal principles of the 
Cénfession, they reserve to themselves liberty 
in regard to secondary propositions. 
In view of these facts the Assembly in 
1926 appointed a Committee, with Principal 
Paul as corvener, to consider whether a 
change in the formula of subscription was 
desirable. The Committee was representative 
of varying and even opposing schools of 
thought, yet was able to come to an almost 
unanimous finding, which it submitted last 
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This finding, in the form of an overture, 
came up ‘to-day for the decision of the 
Assembly. 
PROPOSED ALTERATIONS. 

Certain alterations in the formula were 
recommended, but they were of no substantial 
significance, though the most trivial change in 
Church formularies smells of heresy to some 
of the hyper-orthodox. : 

The Ccmmittee also recommended the addi- 
tion of a new explanatory paragraph to the 
articles of subscription, and it is this addition | 
which during the last twelve months» has 
given risé to considerab'e controversy in 
Church circles in the North. 

The paragraph reads :— 

“The Church regards acceptance of her 
subordinate standards and subscription of the 
Westminster Confession of Faith as signifying 
adherence to the principles set “forth therein 
as a system of doctrine and worship.” 

When. the matter came before the Assembly 
to-day the decision finally reached—in effect 
a shelving of the whole question—was a fore- 
gone conclusion. Overnight certain brethren, 
who might be described as of the Institu- 
tionalist school, had drafted an amendment, 
the effect of which was to pass from the 
question, and the amendment was in type and 
in the hands of members when the sitting 
began. :

THE ’BUS-MEN'S VICTORY. 


Reference was made in this column 
récently to the success of the Belfast 
Corporation’s gas and electricity under- 
takings, both of which are conducted with 
efficiency and economy. Gas is cheaper in 
this city than in any other part of the 
British Isles, and. electricity is also 
moderate in cost. The other great enter- 
rise of the Council—the city tramways— 
in which a couple of million pounds 
sterling is sunk, is, on the other hand, 
in a very unsatisfactory condition, and 
has been a troublesome problem for several 
years, It is not paying its way, and there 
is every prospect that the losses will 
become greater before the difficulties which 
confront the management are overcome. 
Last year the Corporation endeavoured to 
obtain parliamentary powers to run motor 
‘buses on twenty-mile routes outside the 
city boundary, but its bill was wrecked, 
principally by those interested in private 
‘bus companies ; and since then there have 
been other difficulties, and the affairs of 
the tramways seem to have yot into a sorry 
mess. 

To crown all, the ‘bus owners have 
struck back with disatrous effect on the 
feceipts of the trams, by putting on 
‘buses to cover the principal services 
through the city, and in the existing 
circumstances the Corporation is evidently 
unable to prevent them, as its former 
power of licensing these vehicles has been 
taken over by a Government department, 
and it is stated that fresh legislation will 
be required to put matters right. The 
irony of the situation is that the Corpora- 
tion has arranged—or intended to arrange 
—to engage famous cross-Channel bands 
to perform at Bellevue, the garden- 
grounds of Belfast, during the summer 
months, in the hope of filling its coffers 
through the tram services, but, as things 
have turned out, this plan will only bring 
further grist to the private companies 
whose well-equipped machines snap up 
passengers at the waiting-places and 
convey them rapidly and cheaply to their 
destination. 


PRIME MINISTER CRITICISED. 


The attack made on the Prime 
Minister at the meeting of the General 
Assembly last night during the discussion 
on the temperance question has caused a 
good dea] of searching of hearts in the 
North. The Rev. M. Johnstone, 
Convener of the Assembly’s Temperance 
Committee, stated that a memorial pre- 
pared by them was soon to be presented 
to the head of the Government, and its 
terms profoundly disagreed with the 
policy which the Prime Minister has laid 
down that there would be no further 
temperance legislation during the period 
of the next Parliament or as long as he 
was Premier. The Church, he said, 
wanted local option during the present 
Moderator’s term of office; which means 
some time during 1929, in accordance with 
the old slogan. 

The Rev. J. L. Donaghy was even more 
emphatic; for in commenting upon Lord 
Craigavon’s policy of moderation in all 
things, he said that when a politician 
ceases to be a servant of the people and 
plays the réle of an autocrat in barring 
all further temperance legislation, then 
it was high time that the people who 
made him—for the Ulster people gave 
the Prime Minister his opportunity— 
should either brush him aside or compel 
him to adopt constitutional methods in 
connection with such an all-important 
question. The significant thing is that 
this severe criticism of the Unionist leader 
was received with applause. 


AUTOCRATS GALORE. 


It must not be taken, 
Lord Craigavon is in 
danger of being deposed, nor is there 
any reason to believe that the local 
optionists command a majority of the 
electorate. As a matter oí fact, the 
extremists by the fanatical advocacy of 
their principle have lost ground in their 
campaign. They accuse the Prime Min- 
ister of being an autocrat, while they 
themselves threaten reprisals if their 
temperance gun is not accepted, lock, 
stock and barrel. The great body of 
thoughtful, opinion is with Lord Craig- 
avon on this subject. It may not be 
heard on the platform or at the street 
corners, but it is there all the same, 
and will be effective when the right 
time comes. No free people will submit 
to having their liberties restricted, especi- 
ally when they know that any attempt at 
enforcing prohibition—the final aim of 
the local optionists—would put an end te 
the peace and harmony of their 
'“ beloved Ulster.” 

In the meantime the Prime Minister 
can enjoy his holiday pleasantly; for he 
has the solid support of the community 
to rely on in time of need, notwithstand- 
ing the fearful predictions of thase who 
would divert him: from the path which 
ha has set himself. Temperance legisla- 
tion in the Six Counties has progresse:l 
more than anywhere else in the wid 
world; the people are sober, industrious 
and law-abiding, and true temperance will 
be found in gradual development rather 
than in revolutionary measures.

He said that in the previous lecture 
they had reached Egypt. and that afternoon 
he hoped to get almost, bat not quite, as far 
as Rome. (Laughter.) He then dealt with 
matters of archgwological interest in Egypt 
and Greece. 

The Rev. Gage Dougherty, M.A., presided, 
and there was a good attendance. 

There was a large congregation at the 
Mission Hall, Townsend street, Dublin, last 
night, for the eoncludine Bible lectures by 
the Rev. J. Politeyan. He spoke on the sub 
ject of ‘‘Nomad Life in Palestine and 


Dr. Henry T. Bewley, who presided, re- 
ferred to the widespread interest taken in the 
lectures, and expressed the hope that the 
lecturer would pay another vist to Dublin in 
the near future.

FORMER WORKMAN’S 
£710 CLAIM. 


In the Chancery Court, Belfast, yesterday, 
before Mr. Justice Wilson, an important 
action was heard in which Walter Graham, 
Castlereagh place, Belfast, fitter, formerly 
employed by Messrs. Workman, Clark and 
Co., Lid., was plaintiff, and J. Raymond 
Maskell, of London, and Hagh Smylie, 
recently of 13 Donegall square, N., Belfast, 
as receivers on behalf of the Debenture 
holders of Workman, Clark and Co., Ltd., 
were defendants. 

The plaintiff sought a declaration that he 
was entitled to have included among the 
debts, which under Section 107 of the Com- 
panies (Consolidation) Act, 1008, are to be 
paid im priority to all other debts of the 
company forthwith out of moneys coming to 
the hands of defendants, and in priority to 
any claim for principal or interest on said 
Debentures, the amount due to plaintiff in 
respect of compensation under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act, 1906, the liability 
wherefor accrued by reason of his incapacity 
for work from personal injuries caused by 
accident arising out. of, and in the course of, 
his employment as a workman of the com- 
pany. 

The plaintiff further sought a declaration 
that the sum of £710 10s. assessed as com- 
pensation by the Recorder of Belfast ranks 
as a preferential debt of the company, and 
for an order for the payment of the amount. 

Mr. Campbell, K.C.; Mr. Porter, and 
Mr. Macauley (instructed by Mr. W. K. 
Gibson) appeared for plainuff. Mr. Murphy, 
K.C.; Mr. Pringle, K.C., M.P., and Mr. 
Fox (instructed by Mr. J. A. Culbert) re 
presented the defendants. 

A POINT OF LAW. 

In opening the case for the plaintiff, Mr. 
Campbell said that a point of law arising in 
the case was whether the plaintiff was en- 
titled as a preference creditor to the full 
sum of £710, or only £100 at present, with 
the remaining £610 paid along with the out- 
standing creditors. The defendants said 
that the plaintiff was only entitled to pre- 
ference in the payment of £100. There 
had been no winding up of the concern. All 
that had been done was that the. receiver 
had sold the yard stock and contracts. 

Mr. Pringle asked for the removal of Mr. 
Smylie’s name as a defendant in the case, 
as Mr. Maskell would act for him. 

Mr. Justice Wilson said that he would con- 
sider the matter at a later stage in the case. 
Arguments having concluded, judgment was 
deferred.
